PLANTING may be done at any time; 
ideally when Camellias are in bud or 
bloom. Filtered sunshine of trees or lath 
house is preferable to either full shade or 
full sun; on the north side growth will be 
slower, bloom less profuse than on the 
east side. Good drainage is essential; in 
heavy soils provide for it. (A perfect solu- 
tion is to grow in pots or tubs, which also 
permits more effective displays.) Leaf 
mold and/or peat moss provide natural 
woodland fibrous material Camellia’s sur- 
face rooting system prefers, and add de- 
sirable acidity. 


CARE is simple. Camellias must be kept 
well-watered at all times, and particularly 
so during the dry-air days of late summer 
and fall, when syringing the foliage is also 
beneficial. Fertilize only during the grow- 
ing season (April to August), using cot- 
tonseed meal and/or commercial acid 
food. 


BLOOMING SEASON of early and late 
varieties is reasonably definite. Mid- 
season varieties may begin flowering 
earlier or later than usual, however, de- 
pending upon weather and light condi- 
tions. The letters E, M, and L are used 
throughout this list to indicate the ap- 


proximate blooming times for each va- 
riety.
